New York, Sept. 23.—Murderer Wm. 


Hooper Young arrived from Derby, 
Conn., at 9:19 this morning. He was 
in the custody of Detectives Hughes 
and Finley. 
A big crowd who had 


ncai u uie news that" Young was 
coining was gathered in the 
depot 


when the train pulled in. The detec- 
tives, aided by half a dozen police- 
men, hustled the prisoner outthrougu 
a side entrance and into a cab which 
was driven rapidly down town to po- 
lice headquarters. 
Young was very 


nervous when he alighted from the 
train and eyed the crowd furtively as 
if expecting violence,. There was no 
demonstration. 


Young reached police headquarters 


at 9:4-5. Lawyer Hart was with him.! 
The prisoner was at once taken to the 
rogues' gallery, where his picture was 
taken. 


The detectives 
said 
they had no 


trouble with Young on the trip clown 
from Derby. 
The prisoner read the 


papers, chiefly the stories of himself 
and chatted with the officers. He told 
them whiskey had got him into th^ 
scrape and' that hereafter he would 
leave it alone and be good. Lawyer 
Hart told the reporters at headquar- 
ters that his client was absolutely in- 
nocent of the crime. 


After the prisoner's 
picture 
was 


taken he was questioned by Capta'i 
Titus for nearly two hours. He diadt 
^a remarkable statement acpusing one 
Charles Simpson Billing, of the crime 
and'showing that he was a victim ot 
circumstances. The story is the same 
ho told the

and was made public for the first time 
by Captain Titus. 
The story is as 


follows: 


He said he mer^a man named Chas. 


Simpson Billing in Central Park three 
weeks ago. After this meeting 'he 
v,-as to call at Young's fiat regularly. 
On the night in question Billing and 
Young met Mrs. Pulitzer by appoint- 
ment at Broadway 
and Forty-sixth 


street. The'' three went to Young's 
flat together. 
Young went out for 


whiskey. When he returned he founa 
Mrs. Pulitzer lying on the bed with 
a gag in her 
mouth.
